I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  33rd  Annual  Report 
on  the  Welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1963. 


I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
been  most  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  an  increase  being  18.7 
compared  with  15.8  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  125 
births  compared  with  100  during  1S62. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of -12.5  is  similar  to  that  in 
England  and  Wales. 

I  have  to  report  that  there  were  three  deaths  of  children 
under  the  age  of  one  vear.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  irfectious 
diseases  during  the  year  due  tp  an  outbreak  of  measles  amongst 
young  children.  Only  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
notified.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis
